Unofficially they pro­ 
fessed great disappointment that they 
had been unable to study the docu­ 
ment. 
The next opportunity for di­ 
rect conference will he at a meeting 
in London next Sunday, 
lf 
Lloyd 
George has disposed of the British 
coal strike at that time tin* session 
will be held in Paris. 


Strike Germany H ard 
Paris, April 25—"Strike Germany 
and strike without 
warning,” 
was 
Premier Briand’s demand in his con­ 
ference with Lloyd George at Hythe. 
it was learned today. 
llriand argued that Germany had 
been handled too gently heretofore, 
and the allies should proceed now to 
exact the penalties from her as an 
enemy country. 
He found Lloyd George willing to 
proceed with the occupation of the 
Ruhr district, hut the British premier 
argued that another note should firs! 
he sent to Berlin. 
He proposed that 
Germany should he told to submit 
reparations proposals Immediately or 
suffer further occupation. 
There was hope in official circles 
that America will have a representa­ 
tive at the next 
allied 
conference. 
The fact that America has taken an 
active part in developments of the 
last two weeks aroused this hope.
